Cultivation  of  Hmilax  — Mr.  J.  Vick, 
than  whom  there  is  no  Iw-tter  authority 
as  u  florist,  gives  the  following  directions 
for  the  household  culture  of  thin  plant, 
now  so  much  used  in  florul  decorations, 
for  twining  in  thu  hair,  und  trimming 
party  dro«#es  :  With  little  care  it  can  !>e 
grown  successfully  as  a  house  plant.  The 
seeds  should  be  grown  in  a  box  or  in 
pots  in  the  house,  and  should  be  kept 
moist  till  the  young  pluuts  appear.  The 
seed  being  rather  slow  to  germinate,  yon 
must  not  think  it  bail  if  it  docs  not  mHko 
itH  appearance  in  two  weeks.  The  young 
plants  should  be  potted  off  iuto  three- 
inch  pots  as  soon  as  they  are  three  or 
four  inclie*  high.  Once  a  year  the  bulbs 
should  be  allowed  to  dry  off  und  rest. 
They  will  start  into  growth  again  iu  about 
six  weeks.  The  vine  does  not  require

Plants  From  Greenhouses. — Those
